Development Institute, and 
as a founding director of 
University of Canada North, 

He was also a founding 
member of the Yukon Arts 
Council, a co-ordinating 
body which fostered and pro- 
moted arts of all kinds and 
encouraged local talent, In

addition Mr, Byron was an 
active member of the White- 
horse Chamber of Comm- 
erce, 

Previous to _ going to 
Whitehorse he was clerk 
comptroller for the town of 
Bowmanville, Ontario, and 
before that served as super- 
visor in the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs, 
He is a graduate of the 
Queens University Exten- 
sion Course for municipal 
clerks and treasurers, 

Mr, Byron is married and 
he and his wife Betty have 
two grown children, Their 
son Robert is in his first 
year at U.B,C, and their 
daughter Jeannie is married 
and living in Toronto, While 
in Whitehorse, Mrs, Byron, 
a registered nurse, was the 
medical librarian at the 
Whitehorse General Hospit- 
al, but she is now enjoying 
home life at Grandview 
Ridge in St, Albert, 

“The challenges in St, Al- 
bert are much broader than 
at Whitehorse,”’ said Mr, 
Byron, ‘although differ. 
ent.’’ In Whitehorse the

COUNCILLOR de BRUIJN 


Councillor de Bruijn was 
concerned that council was 
“infringing on private pro- 
perty - and we are not ad- 
vertising it in advance to new 
homeowners,’’ He named as 
an example a complaint he 
had received from a Forest 
Lawn homeowner, A fence 
at the rear of his lot was 
constructed by the develop- 
er one foot inside his pro- 
perty line.

At the time of his death 
Mr. McNabb was in his 45th 
year with the Optomist Club 
in Edmonton, and the prime 
reason he joined was be- 
cause, having no children of 
their own, the McNabb wan- 
ted to get involved with chil- 
dren and the Optomist motto 
was ‘‘Friend of the Boy,’ 
later changed to ‘Friend of 
Youth,’? Through Optomism 
both Mr. and Mrs. McNabb 
became actively involved in 
many sport programs for 
children and later in the 
Oratorical Contest, for 
which project Harold did a 
tremendous amount of work 
and travel, working closely 
with Father Bonner, 

Over the years there were 
many occasions when Mr, 
McNabb received acall from 
an anxious mother and went 
to investigate, Usually it 
would turn out that there was 
no father in the home, and 
Harold would help in any way 
he could, ‘‘I don’t think he 
ever walked by a youngster 
without pausing to ruffle his 
hair and say hello,’ said 
Mrs. McNabb = “‘especially 
the younger ones,’’ 

Harold McNabb did many 
things for others, for which 
he received nothinginamat- 
erial way, but he achieved 
a measure of quiet great- 
ness, and had a life rich in 
human relationships,

A cauterizing needed 


As the people of the great nation to the south struggle 
and agonize on whether or not to take the awful step vi 
impeaching a president, an incident in a slim book by a 
great American author = Betty Smith, keeps coming to 
mind, 


In ‘“‘A Tree Grows in Brooklyn’’ the author describes an 
incident in the life of her heroine - Frances, A poor 
teen-ager growing up in a slum district, The girl is 
chased by a man exposing himself and before she is able 
to break away from him, is touched on the arm by his 
penis. She runs all the way home and sobs out her story 
to her father - who then took a strong carbolic soap and 
rubbed it very hard on the spot. It broke the skin and 
burned and stung painfully, But then the young girl could 
relax - the horror had been burned out by a wise and 
understanding Dad. 


Impeachment of Nixon could cauterize the dreadful collec- 
tive hurt of millions of fine good living Americans over 
the rotteness exposed in the Senate hearings - and let them 
go on to rebuild - and reaffirm the great principles of 
their famous constitution - the true and solid foundation 
of their nation, 


Every Canadian should wish every American well in the 
struggle. The latest war in the Middle East - the position 
taken by the Russians with their ultimatum to the United 
States - should surely remind us not to sit in smugness 
north of the border. 


We must stand side-by-side - united - onthe wide ranging 
international concerns which affect us both, 


Leadership 


When people in authority authorize a 32.5 million dollar 
lottery to support the 1976 Olympic Games in Montreal - 
a lottery that will create instant mfllionaires, then they 
abdicate their heavy responsibility for leadership of 
young people. Those young people involved on the high 
road to the pinnacle of all that is finest in amateur sport 
will observe, as in other modern Olympic games, the 
emphasis on the role of money, as the lottery is widely 
promoted. Parents who support the glorified gambling 
also abdicate their responsibilities in our view, despite 
the fact of its wide acceptance in today’s society. 


When women get so concerned with their rights as 
individuals and their need to do their own thing - so

Could it be that because adults have abandoned their 
historical role as leaders of the young - basing that 
leadership on the finest traditions of their cultural 
heritage - this society is experiencing enormous problems 
with drug abuse - alcohol abuse - vandalism and crime 
among our young people,

Brilliant idea on bussing 


A brilliant {dea to provide local bus service without 
adding more vehicles to already crowded roads is work. 
ing well in Britain, says The Financial Post in a special 
report on transportation, Called the Postbus, it simply 
means that the Post Office is trading in its red mai] 
vans for minfbuses, As well as carrying the mail, the 
buses now carry passengers on local = usually rural - 
routes. Which demonstrates how history has come full 
circle, In 18th-century England, the mail coaches used 
to carry the mail and passengers, dropping off the mail 
at inns (where the passengers refreshed themselves in 
the bar while the horses were changed), then setting 
off with new mail for other points, In time, the mail 
coaches carried only mail; passengers went by separate 
coach and, eventually, omnibuses and private cars. 
Recently, the 25th Postbus was introduced in Dorking, 
about 25 miles south of London, By yearend, there wil] 
be 70 Postbuses in operation, In Scotland, more than 20 
new Postbus routes have been introduced in the past 15 
months, with a total of 50 projected by yearend, and 500 
by 1983, The Post Office is enthusiastic about the Post. 
buses: they’re a big profitmaker, The buses have to 
deliver the mail anyway =~ paying passengers are extra 
gravy, The Scottish Postal Board, for example, expects 
to make a $2.5 million a year profit from its Postbus 
operations, The board is now thinking of buying Land 
Rovers and coaches to operate them on the less fre- 
quently used routes,

In conversation with local 
farmers over the past few 
weeks, I have noticed that 
many are confused about the 
new federal feed grains pol- 
icy. 

The announcement res- 
pecting the 1973-74 feed 
grains program was made 
by the Honorable Otto Lang, 
the minister responsible for 
the Wheat Board, on Sept, 
14, 1973, It included these 
two main provisions: 

(1) The pricing of feed 
grains would be moved from 
the Canadian Wheat Board 
to other parts of Canada, 
based on off-board prices 
within the Wheat Board area, 

(2) The buying of feed 
grains by the Agricultural 


Parliament Hill Report 


Products Board to provide a 
broader base and give more 
certainty to the off-board 
market within the Wheat 
Board area, 

Just in case you were won- 
dering, the Agricultural 
Products Board is an agency 
within the federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which 
was established under the 
Agricultural Stabilization 
Bill of 1957, During the years 
it has served primarily as 
a middleman type of opera- 
tion for many kinds of agri- 
cultural products, However, 
this is the first time that the 
Board has taken such an ac- 
tive interest in the buying 
and selling of feed grains, 

At present, the A,P,B, is 
offering No, 1 feed barley at 
$1.98 a bushel and No, 1 


feed oats at $1.16, Wheat is 
not being bought at this time. 
The products board price for 
barley is 58 cents a bushel 
more than the wheat board 
initially pays farmers when 
they deliver their grain, But 
it is considerably lower than 
the expected final wheat 
board price fot barley of 
$2.56 a bushel, Similarly 
for oats, the products board 
price is 11 cents higher than 
the initial wheat board price 
of $1.05 a bushel, But it is 
less than an estimated final 
wheat board price of $1.27, 

This policy appears to 
have a few holes in it, For 
example, a grain producing 
farmer can now sell barley 
to the Canadian Wheat Board 
at their initial price of $1.40 
a bushel and buy it back from

the A, P,B, for $1,98 a bush- 
el, At the end of the year he 
would stand to make a profit 
on this venture of 58 cents 
a bushel (i.e, the difference 
between his initial Canadian 
Wheat Board price of $1,40 
a bushel plus his projected 
annual after payment of 
$1.16 a bushel and the A, P, B, 
purchase price of $1.98 a 
bushel), 

The proper implementa- 
tion cf these two recommen- 
dations could very well de- 
termine whether our major 
Canadian agricultural com- 
panents continue as a private 
enterprise or become apub- 
lic utility. 

With this in mind I feel a 
new national grain policy is 
required at this time if only 
due to the fact that the dom-

Special Project Approved 
For Sturgeon School Board 


J. Collins Meek, depart- 
ment of education co-ordin- 
ator of the Educational Opp- 
ortunities Fund (EOF), has 
announced the approval of 
the Sturgeon Elementary 
Special Education Project 
proposal submitted in July 
by the Board of Sturgeon 
School Division No, 24, 

The three-year $450,000 
project will be funded by the 
integration of grants under 
the Educational Opportuni- 
ties Fund, the Learning Dis- 
abilities Fund, special tea- 
ching position grants and 
general school board reven- 
ues, with about $75,000 
coming from EOF, $35,000 
from the Learning Disabilit- 
ies Fund, $150,000 from spe- 


cial teaching position grants 
and the balance from general 
school board revenues over 
the three years, 

The program which began 
with the opening of the 1973- 
74 school year this August is 
intended to provide special 
education opportunities to all 
elementary students in the 
Division who are identified 
as being educable mentally 
handicapped or as having 
specific learning disabil- 
ities, About 30 educable 
mentally handicapped youn- 
gsters and 135 elementary 
students with special learn- 
ing disabilities will receive 
special individualized in- 
struction each year in Stur- 
geon schools under the pro- 
gram, General administra- 


Teachers hired to aid 
learning disabled 


F, J. Robinson, superin- 
tendent of schools, Sturgeon 
School Division No, 24 has 
announced the appointment 
of eight special education 
teachers to divisional 
schools to implement the 
three-year Sturgeon FEle- 
mentary Special Education 
Project recently approved 
by the Department of Edu- 
cation, 

Appointed as special class 
teachers for elementary 
educable mentally handicap- 
ped students are Miss Beth 
MacLeod who is working at 
Gibbons School with about 
10 students from the Bon 
Accord and Gibbons atten- 
dance areas, and Mrs. Dane 
ette McGhie who is teaching 
a similar class of students 
from the Namao and Horse 
Hill areas at the Horse Hill 
School. Educable mentally 
handicapped children from 
the Camilla and Sturgeon 
Heights attendance areas 
are being accommodated in 
St. Albert schools through 
tuition agreements with the 
Sturgeon Board, 

Six resource teachers 
with special education quale 
ifications have been appoin= 
ted to Divisional schools to 
provide individual remedial 
teaching to students who have 
been screened and diagnosed 
having special learning dis- 
abilities. They are as foll- 
ows: Mrs, Delia Yuen-Jung, 
Bon Accord School; Mrs, 
Glennis Mowatt, Camilla 
School; Mrs. Minette Coady 
Gibbons School; Miss Joanne 
Busch, Horse Hill School; 
Mrs. Karen Geeraert, Na- 
mao School; and Mrs, Jo 
Ann Henderson, Sturgeon 
Heights School, About 135 
elementary students have 
been identified as having 
specific learning disabil- 
ities in the six divisional 
schools, 

In the resource teacher 
program for students with 
learning disabilities, stu- 
dents remain with their re- 
gular classes except when 
receiving remedial teaching 
from the resource teacher on 
a regular appointment basis, 
Resource teachers and the 
regular classroom teachers 
work co-operatively to det- 
ermine the child’s specific 
learning problems and to 


develop and carry out an in- 
dividual instructional pro- 
gram to assist in overcom- 
ing the problem, Emphasis 
is placed on improving the 
visual, auditory and motor 
learning skills which are 
necessary for successful 
achievement in language, 
reading the number work so 
that the child can profit more 
fully from regular class- 
room instruction, 

Special student instruct- 
ional materials and equip- 
ment as_ well as teacher 
aides are being provided to 
all schools to support the 
special education program, 
About two-thirds ofthe costs 
of the program are heing 
provided through grants 
from the Learning Disabili- 
ties Fund, the Educational 
Opportunities Fund, and 
special education teacher 
grants of the Department of 
Education, with the balance 
coming from general school 
board revenues, 


tive planning and evaluation 
aspects of the program are 
under the direction of Walter 
J. Heppler, associate sup- 
erintendent, 

S. J. Sieben, director of 
Pupil Personnel Services 
has been approved under the 
Learning Disabilities Fund 
to provide student identifica- 
tion and diagnostic service 
as well as consultation in 
school level program devel- 
opment, 

Services to educable men- 
tally handicapped children 
are being provided by the 
establishment of special 
classes at the Gibbons 
School for the Gibbons and 
Bon Accord attendance 
areas and at the Horse Hiil 
School for the Horse Hill and 
Namao attendance areas. 
Educable mentally handi- 
capped children from the 
Camilla and Sturgeon Hei- 
ghts attendance areas are 
being served by special 
classes in St, Albert schools 
through tuition agreements 
with the Sturgeon Board. 

Elementary students with 
specific learning disabilit- 
jes will receive the services 
of specialist resource tea- 
chers on an appointment ba- 
sis in each of the division’s 
six schools, Full time spe- 
cialist teachers have been 
appointed to all schools ex- 
cept Namao where lower en- 
rolments have resulted in 
the allocation of a half-time 
teacher only. 

The EOF portion of the 
total funding is being used 
to provide para-profession- 
al assistance, student mate 
erials, and in-service train- 
ing support for the program, 
Learning Disability Funds 
are providing for diagnostic 
services, while special tea- 
ching position grants and 
general school board reven- 
ues are being used to pro- 
vide the 7 1/2 special edu- 
cation teachers required to 
implement the program,

Facts About Clay Bakers 


By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist 

Definition - “Clay Bak- 
ers’’ are cooking pots made 
of porous earthenware for 
roasting fish and meat. 

A. Do’s and don’ts for 
roasting with baker - 

1, Do soak baker in water 
for 10 or 15 minutes prior to 
using and wipe off excess 
moisture, This provides 
moisture during the cooking 
process, 

2. Do place already sea- 
soned food into the baker, 

3. Don’t add fat, however, 
a light brushing of oil on the 
bottom of the meat reduces 
tendency to stick, 

4. Do read the instruct- 
ions included with the clay 
baker because for some

1. Do soak and scour with 
a plastic pad or brush in hot 
water, 

2. Don’t use soap or det-

So great was the carnage, 
that this was called the war 
to end wars, It was thought 
that never -again could the 
civilized world allow any 
nation to launch a global 
conflict, 

We know all too well that 
it was not the war to end all 
wars, Although intentions 
were good, and the great nae 
tions of the world pursued 
policies of disarmament and 
international dialogue, the 
world was to experience yet 
another global war, even 
greater in cost of human 
life and property than World 
War, 

Immediately after the war 
the principal statesmen in 
the Western World succeed- 
ed in realizing a dream that 
had first been proposed 
early in the century, An as- 
sociation of nations was fore 
med that would police the 
world, serving notice on 
belligerents that the league 
of nations was prepared to 
impose sanctions, and even 
consider armed intervention 
to preserve the peace. 

However, The League of 
Nations, which came into 
being on January .0, 1920 
with 63 members, proved to 
be ineffective in the role it 
had cast for itself, The 
gratest power to emerge 
from World War 1, the Uni- 
ted States, refused at the 
last minute to become an 
active member, and the lea- 
gue plodded through the

1930s without the power or 
direction to act, Germany 
sought to dominate Europe, 
Japan extended its control 
over much of the Pacific, 
and in 1939 another World 
War erupted, 

The League of Nations was 
not a dead loss, however. As 
early as 1942 the allied pows 
ers laid the groundwork for 
an even more powerful as- 
sociation the United Nations 
and on October 24, 1945, 
the United Nations assumed 
the role vacated by the Lea- 
gue of Nations, 

While the U.N, has not 
been everything expected of 
it, it has nonetheless succ- 
eeded in mediating scores 
of international incidents, 
has ended a number of hot 
wars, and has prevented 
some potentially dangerous 
situations from expanding 
into major wars, More im- 
portant, the United Nations 
has extended man’s know- 
ledge and experience in the 
difficult field of internat- 
ional negotiation and med- 
jation, It has been a valu- 
able exercise, and for the 
firt time in history there 
is some promise that na- 
tions will settle disputes at 
the bargaining table rather 
than on the battlefield. 

Our efforts to secure laste 
ing peace should not, how- 
ever, obscure the efforts of 
those brave men and women 
who suffered hardships and 
sacrifices in time of war, 
The freedom we enjoy was 
bought for us, and the price 
was high. Tens of thousands 
of young Canadians have give 
en their lives, or have suff- 
ered grievous wounds in the 
service of their country and 
of mankind, 

In his famous poem ‘In 
Flanders Fields’’ the great 
Canadian physician, soldier 
and poet John McCrea said 
“If ye break faith with us 
who die, we shall never sleep 
though poppies grow in Flan- 
ders Fields,’’ 

We cannot break faith. We 
must presrve November 11 
as aday to remember those 
who gave their all in life’s 
greatest cause, It is also a

Addition of Selenium To 


Non-ruminant Feed 


Re: issued by W. O. Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 

The federal government’s 
recent announcement that the 
trace element, selenium, 
can now be added to the ra- 
tions of non-ruminant ani- 
mals has important implica- 
tions for Albertawhere soils 
in certain areas are deficient 
in selenium, 

Livestock producers can 
now add selenium to swine, 
chicken and turkey rations 
without having to get a vet- 
erinary prescription, In the 
past, certain conditions had 
to be met before aprescrip- 
tion could be obtained, How- 
ever, a veterinary prescripe 
tion is still required before 
selenium can be added to 
cattle and sheep rations, 

Commenting on the fed- 
eral government’s§ anne 
ouncement, Jerome Martin, 
animal nutritionist with the 
Alberta Department of Agri< 
culture, says that ruminants 
in Alberta may have an even 
greater need than non-rume 
inants in Alberta may have 
an even greater need than 
non-ruminants for addition- 
al selenium in their feed, 
This element is low in both 
grain and forage in several 
areas of the province, The 
federal government is con- 
sidering allowing the addi- 
tion of selenium to cattle 

sheep rations, If pre- 
sent studies on the usefule 
ness of mineral salt blocks 
containing selenium prove 
useful, and safe for beef 
cattle, clearance of these 
products could follow shorte 
ly. 

Animal research nutritio- 
nists agree that selenium is 
an essential trace nutrient 
for growing animals, Ale 
though it occurs naturally 
in most feeds, its level in 
cereal grains and forages 
is often not adequate to meet 
the nutritional requirements 
of livestock, A deficiency in 
swine can cause damage to 
the liver and heart, which 
may result in lower feed effe 
iciency rates, decreased 
weight gains and even sudd- 
en deaths. In calves and 
lambs it can cause white 
muscle disease, symptoms 
of which include stiffness, 
weakness and often sudden 
deaths, If white muscle dis- 
ease is diagnosed by a vet- 
erinarian, the owner may 
obtain a prescription allows 
ing him to add selenium to 
the feed of these animals, 

Although there are small 
pockets of land in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan where 


cereal grains contain more 
than the average amount of 
selenium, several areas in 
Alberta produce grains and 
forage which do not contain 
enough selenium, Work is 
continuing to delineate these 
areas more specifically. 
Under the federal govern- 
ment’s regulations govern- 
ing the use of selenium in 
non-ruminant rations, the 
maximum addition to swine 
and chicken feeds is 100 
parts per billion, The maxi- 
mum for turkey feeds is 200 
parts per billion, The selen- 
jum must be in the form of 
sodium selenite or sodium 
selenate, and the feed to 


which it is added must con- 
tain at least five internate 
{onal units of vitamin E per 
pound of feed in the final 
ration, 

Manufacturers’ of selene 
ium supplements and feeds 
are not allowed to claim that 
these feeds will prevent or 
treat diseases and the lab- 
els must contain the follow- 
ing warnings, 

Chickens = do not feed 
to chickens over four weeks 
of age. 

Turkeys - do not feed to 
turkeys over eight weeks of 


Growing Swine - do not 


feed to swine over 125 pounds 
of body weight, 

Breeding Swine ~ feed only 
to pregnant and nursing sows 

Selenium is not allowed to 
be fed to boars, and since it 
can be toxic if fed above ree 
commended levels, all 
directions must be carefully 
followed, 

If a farmer or his veter- 
inarian feels that livestock 
is suffering from a selen- 
jum deficiency, Mr, Martin 
strongly recommends that 
the farmer have the feed 
analyzed before adding a 
supplement containing sel- 
enium to the grain, 


Blackleg In Cattle 
Very Contagious

Some reports from catt- 
lemen in the district reveal 
that disease, blackleg is app- 
earing in cattle, This dis- 
ease develops rapidly in 
affected animals resulting 
in locces, st is « very con- 
tagious disease, 

Blackleg is mostly seen 
in the warmer months of the 
year and in young animals 
in pasture. Very often no 
symptoms are observed, At 
other times young calves 
show signs of illness by a 
high fever, lack of appetite, 
depression, lameness and 
swellings inthe muscle area, 
In the late stages of this 
disease then swellings will 
crackle when touched. 

A positive diagnosis 
should be made as soon as 
possible in order that acor- 
rect treatment be given by 
a veterinarian, 

It is good management to 
establish a control and pre- 
vention program for a herd, 
This means building up a 
resistance to this disease, 
This is accomplished by the 
use of bacterin or vaccine 
resulting in a vaccination 
program, 

The recommended proce- 
dure is to innoculate all 
young cattle at three months 
of age, Because blackleg and 
malignant oedema are so 
similar, and often present 
in the same outbreak than the 
so called mixed bacterin 
should be used. If calves

Short Cuts For 
Sewing knits 


By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist 

With knit fabrics increas- 
ing in popularity and var- 
iety, the time the home sewe 
er spends in garment-mak- 
ing is reduced, The Cloth- 
ing Specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture has some hints 
for us, 

Knits are easy to cut and 
sew but they are a little 
different from woven fabe 
rics, Just remember: 

1) Don’t allow a knit fab- 
ric to hang off the end of the 
cutting table, Fold up the 
excess at the edge of the 
table and unfold it as you 
lay the pattern pieces on, 

2) If it is a tubular knit 
(as in some T-shirt fabrics) 
cut along a rib line to make 
a flat fabric, Fold along a 
rib line to establish straight 
grain of the fabric, Prefere 
ably cut each pattern piece 
separately on a single lay- 
er of fabric - especially 
on a striped knit fabric, 

3) When sewing allow for 
the fabric stretchiness so 
the stitches won’t, break in 
wear, Do this by using afine

4) Seam finishes are un- 
necessary on most knits be- 
cause knits don’t usually ra- 
vel, Seams on single knits, 
such as T-shirts and swea- 
ter fabrics curl, tc_ pre- 
vent this, sew both seams 
edges together with a single 
row of straight stitching, 

5) Bindings are a snap 
and a great way to finish 
neck and armhole edges on 
dresses and tops, cardigan 
jackets, and slash openings, 
No need to fold under or 
finish the raw edge on these 
either, Bindings are decorae 
tive and easier than facings 
on a knit, 

6) Bound button holes are 
neat, give a quality appeare 
ance and are easy to do ona 
knit, To finish the facing of 
a bound buttonhole, stitch 
around the rectangular shape 
of the buttonhole from the 
right side, stitching through 
the facing. Carefully clip out 
the facing fabric within the 
rectangular stitching, Voi- 
las! No hand work needed, 

7) Tailors hems are a 
super-easy way to hem on 
knits, Pin the hem up, mat- 
ching the seams, Fold back 
the raw edge 1/4 inch as you 
sew. Hand stitch from hem 
to garment to hem with stie 
tches about 1/4’ apart. No 
need to turn under the raw 
edge, or to finish with seam 
binding, 

8) Getting lazy? Maybe so, 
but it is a waste of time, 
effort and money to use ex- 
tra thread and seam binding 
unnecessarily to finish raw 
edges of knit fabrics,

It has been shown by field 
observation and laboratory 
studies at the Lethbridge 
Research Station that crops 
grown in the year immediat- 
ely following rapeseed may 
be adversely affected iflarge 
quantities of rape residue 
remain on the field, This

and growth of plants. This 
toxin appears quite differ- 
ent from the animal toxin 
found in rapeseed meal, 

In the laboratory, the tox- 
in can be readily extracted 
from the plants, It has been 
found in all lines of rape- 
seed grown in a wide 
variety of climates and soils 
It occurs in all parts of the 
plant, even the meal, and it 
is present from the seedling 
stage to maturity, 

We have found that wheat, 
barley, oats, corn and flax 
can all be damaged by the 
toxin, Estimate of potential 
losses to the grain and for- 
age growth of spring wheat 
are between 10 and 25 per 
cent. Losses of this magni- 
tude were observed this year 
in a field of winter wheat 
near Lethbridge. 

The Agriculture Canada 
Research Stations at Lethe 
bridge and Saskatoon are 
presently working up asolu- 
tion to the problem, Plant 
breeders are attempting to 
develop a toxin-free rape- 
seed variety and other crops 
that can resist the effects of 
the toxin, Specialists are 
studying ways of managing 
the stubble, 

This toxin also holds some 
promise of being beneficial, 
In the laboratory it has been 
found to prevent the ger- 
mination and growth of all 
weed seeds included in the 
test. This property may well 
provide the farmer with a 
naturally-produced herbi- 
cide that could be used on 
the farm for weed control,
